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WHY  NOT  CUAUHTEMOC? 

BRENT  BROWN 


When  I  am  asked  what  is  a  relatively 
easy  series  of  Mexican  coins  to  collect 
that  is  interesting,  historical  and 
affordable  in  BU  grades  I  suggest 
"Why  not  Cuauhtemoc7" 

The  type  coins  with  the  image  of 
Cuauhtemoc,  the  last  Emperor  of  the 
Aztec  Empire,  are.  easy  and  inexpen¬ 
sive  to  acquire  in  BU.  Plus  many 
notes,  medals,  and  tokens  with  his 
portrait  on  it  can  be  found  by  the 
patient  collector  These'all  tell  a  great 
deal  of  the  history  of  the  Republic  of 
Mexico. 

Cuauhtemoc  can  be  found  on  five 
major  typo  coins  Four  of  these  are  50 
centavos  coins  and  the  fifth  is  a  five 
peso  coin.  All  of  these  have  as  the 
obverse  design  the  Mexican  eagle 
perched  on  a  cactus  plant  with  a 
snake  in  its  mouth  This  design  is  the 
coat  of  arms  of  Mexico  and  much 
could  be  said  concerning  its  origin 
and  development. 

The  1950-51  issue  of  50  centavos 
coins  are  300  fine  with  the  emperor 
facing  right  wearing  a  plain  headdress 
On  the  other  four  types  the  portrait  is 
quite  identical. 

A  large  bronze  50  centavos  was 
issued  from  1955-1959  with  the' bust 
of  the  chief  facing  left  This  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  copper  nickel  issue  of 
reduced  size  struck  from  1964-1969 
In  1970  the  obverse  of  the  coin  was 
stylized  while  the  bust  of  Cuauhtemoc 
remained  unchanged  thereby  intro¬ 
ducing  a  fourth  type. 

The  most  popular  coin  with  the 
Aztec  chief  is  the  5  peso  silver  coin 


from  1947-1948  in  900  fine  silver 
The  coin  is  larger  than  the  United 
States  silver  dollar  Again,  the  chief 
faces  left  in  a  detailed  headdress  The 
overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  quite 
nice,  especially  in  BU 


CUAUHTEMOC  5  PESOS 

When  the  Spanish  entered  Mexico 
they  found  that  most  of  the  country 
was  under  the  control  of  the  Aztecs 
and  they  began  the  task  of  winning 
the  land  for  Spain  As  the  Aztec 
Empire  began  to  crumble.  Montezuma 
was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Spanish  and 
later  stoned  by  his  own  people  He 
was  followed  by  Cuitlahuac  who  ruled 
but  a  few  months  before  dying  of 
smallpox.  Cuitlahuac  was  succeeded 
by  Cuauhtemoc  who  was  the  nephew 
and  son-in-law  of  Montezuma  At  the 
time  of  his  coronation  he  was  in  his 
early  twenties 

He  ruled  over  a  divided  city  His 
coronation  lacked  the  pageantry  and

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ON  CHANGING  PATTERNS  AT  NUMISMATIC  CONVENTIONS 

By  Robert  E  Greenwood 


A  few  years  ago.  at  an  ANA  national 
convention,  a  certain  old-timer  de¬ 
plored  the  fact  that  the  ratio  of  dealers 
to  exhibitors  was  increasing  with  time. 
And,  indeed,  he  seems  to  have  been 
right. 

In  a  planned  society  the  best  plans 
can  often  go  astray  Many  of  us  can 
recall  the  boastful  claim  that  was 
made  about  the  time  the  Medicare 
Program  was  adopted:  namely  that 
now  medical  attention  would  be 
available  to  all.  A  year  or  two  later  I 
recall  reading  an  article  where  the 
author  pointed  out  that  such  a  large 
program  would  entail  additional 
training  of  personnel  and  huge  out¬ 
lays  for  new  hospital  buildings  and 
equipment  and  we  would  find  that 
medical  costs  were  mounting.  (Per¬ 
haps  this  author  just  expected  them  to 
mount  and  not  to  soar.)  This  view 
seems  to  have  been  right  There  is 
much  more  medical  care  now  avail¬ 
able.  but  it  costs  much  more  also.  No 
doubt  these  inflated  costs  have 
influenced  some  people  not  covered 
by  medical  insurance  to  delay  and  or 
defer  needed  medical  treatment. 

In  numismatics  one  of  the  biggest 
changes  has  been  the  adoption  of  a 
new  grading  scale  for  coins,  with 
many  more  grades  at  the  top.  It  used 
to  be  that  a  coin  with  no  wear,  no  bag 
marks,  no  scratches  was  either  uncir¬ 
culated  or  brilliant  uncirculated 
depending  on  whether  or  not  there 
was  a  mirror-like  finish  in  the  field 
People  used  to  be  satisfied  if  the 
legends,  designs  and  profiles  or  out¬ 
lines.  were  sharp  and  clear  Many  of 


us  were  satisfied  if  we  could  have  a 
feeling  of  rapport  with  the  artist  and 
engraver  team  and  get  our  own 
glimpse  of  their  concept. 

But  no  longer!  How  can  you  hope  to 
fathom  the  artist's  design  if  you  have 
only  a  MS  60  coin’  How  can  you 
appreciate  the  craftsmanship  of  the 
engraver  if  your  model  for  study  isn't 
MS  68?  Of  course,  this  mania  for 
acquiring  coins  of  MS  68  or  higher 
has  increased  the  price  (and  brought 
out  from  their  hiding  places  many 
coins  we  didn't  know  existed). 

Along  with  this  increase  in  the  price 
of  top  coins,  the  motel,  hotel  and 
convention  center  people  have  raised 
their  charges  for  use  of  their  facilities. 
Not  too  many  years  ago.  the  sponsors 
of  a  local  coin  show  could  go  to  a 
fairly  large  motel  center  and  obtain 
the  use  of  an  exhibit  room  and  a 
bourse  room  for  a  very  small  fee 
(maybe  no  fee  at  all)  Of  course  this 
was  with  the  expectation  that  the 
dealers  and  out-of-town  attenders 
would  rent  rooms  from  the  motel 
complex.  This  author  believes  that  the 
dealers  still  rent  rooms  at  the 
designated  motel  complex,  motivated 
perhaps  by  better  security  as  well  as 
convenience  But  now  the  sponsoring 
club  has  to  pay  a  high  rental  for  the 
bourse  room  and  frequently  the 
exhibits  hall  just  doesn't  get  rented 
The  big  fad  of  the  middle  sixties 
was  that  "hoarders"  tried  to  get  com¬ 
plete  roll  sets  of  certain  coins  That 
has  past.  It  was.  perhaps,  just  an 
aberration  The  great  rise  in  the  price 
of  silver  around  January  1980  and  the 
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bursting  of  that  bubble  was  also  a 
short-lived  phenomenon.  No  doubt 
something  else  like  this  will  happen 
again.  Who  wants  to  say  that  a  few 
years  from  now1  somebody  will  not 
buy  up  "all"  the  wheat  cents,  and 
three  or  four  years  later  sell  them 
wholesale  for  a  huge  profit7  No  doubt 
many  of  us  on  the  sidelines  expect 
this. 

The  exhibitors,  as  a  class,  just  don't 
push  their  exhibits  as  they  did  a 
decade  or  so  ago.  The  security 
problem  in  transporting  the  exhibit  to 
a  show  has  lessened  the  desire  to 
exhibit,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  most 
conventions  require  the  coins  or 
numismatic  material  to  be  on  view  for 
the  full  term  of  the  show  That 
increases  motel  bills  for  out-of-town 
exhibitors. 

A  score  of  years  ago  1  am  sure  most 
dealers  sold  to  “collectors"  at  a  bourse 
Lately,  I  suspect,  that  transactions 
among  dealers  form  a  much  higher 
percentage  of  the  sale  pattern.  At  a 
recent  show  in  Austin  I  noticed  one 
dealer  who  was  looking  over  the 
contents  of  two  small  boxes  of  coins 
in  2x2  holders.  He  would  perhaps  lay 
a  few  aside,  then  go  and  get  two  more 


boxes  to  look  over.  etc.  Finally,  he 
would  take  the  coins  laid  aside  and 
look  up  the  owner  and  try  to  make  a 
deal. 

As  a  collector  of  coins  struck  on 
polygonal  flans  or  multi-sided  plan- 
chets.  I  asked  a  dealer  if  he  had  any 
such  coins  He  said  no  But  three 
hours  later  he  had  bought  another 
dealer's  "junk  box."  I  looked  through 
it  and  found  a  small  3  cent  piece  from 
Nigeria,  struck  on  a  12-sided  flan 
which  I  didn't  have.  I  also  found  I 
could  up-grade  a  Great  Britain  3  pence 
coin,  also  struck  on  a  12-sided  flan, 
with  the  profile  of  King  George  VI.  The 
dealer  priced  them  to  me  quite 
reasonably.  Neither  coin  could  make 
the  MS  55  grade.  (Well,  maybe  they 
could.)  But  of  what  concern  was  that 
to  me7  Both  were  in  a  series  of  coins 
struck  by  the  Royal  Mint  (still  in 
London  at  the  times  of  the  sinkings) 
in  nickel-brass  on  12-sided  flans 

They  would  be  something  I  could 
exhibit  (if  only  1  would  become  an 
exhibitor  again) 

Finally,  attendance  at  all  coin 
shows  I  have  been  to  recently  has 
been  down.

Struck  in  the  twilight  of  Queen 
Victoria's  long  reign  in  Great  Britain, 
the  old  head''  gold  half  sovereigns 
bear  a  portrait  that  was  personally 
approved  by  the  aged  monarch,  who 
had  considered  the  previous  "Golden 
Jubilee  head "  to  be  unflattering.  The 
"old  head  is  the  image,  benign  and 
dignified,  that  most  admirers  of  Vic¬ 
toria  remember  her  by.  The  "young 
head"  engraving,  which  depicted 
Victoria  as  a  very'  young  woman,  had 
continued  to  be  used  for  50  years. 


From  its  origin  in  Austria,  the  silver 
dollar  form  has  won  an  honored  place 
in  the  coinage  of  virtually  every  nation 
on  earth  It  has  become  the  most 
collected  type  of  coin  in  the  world

celebration  that  his  predecessors 
enjoyed  Though  his  subjects  swore 
allegiance  to  him,  they  were  divided 
on  how  to  deal  with  the  Spanish, 
Some  wanted  peace,  others  wanted 
war.  and  others  only  wished  for  an 
end  of  the  struggle  which  would 
preserve  their  lives  and  possessions. 

Cuauhtemoc  chose  to  defend  his 
city  to  the  death  regardless  of  the 
consequences  To  encourage  his 
troops,  he  reminded  them  that  when 
their  ancestors  entered  the  Valley  of 
Mexico,  they  were  few  in  number  but 
brave  in  spirit.  They  perservered  and 
soon  were  masters  of  Mexico. 
Cuauhtemoc  called  upon  his  men  to 
be  courageous  as  their  forefathers 
and  again  retake  their  Valley. 

During  the  final  three  months  of 
the  seige  of  the  Aztec  capital  he  led 
his  people  with  stubborn  courage.  As 
the  city  fell  and  the  Aztecs  were 
forced  into  Lake  Texcoco  Cuauhtemoc 
was  captured.  He  was  kept  alive  for 
three  years  by  Cortes  as  the  Chief  of 
Mexico  while  Tenochtitlan  was  being 
rebuilt. 

After  conquering  much  of  Mexico. 
Cortes  proceeded  through  southern 


METALLIC  GOLD 

In  addition  to  its  usefulness  in 
industry  and  the  arts,  metallic  gold 
has  long  been  used  as  an  auxiliary 
currency,  in  the  form  of  coins  for 
many  individual  transactions,  and  as 
bullion  bars  for  governmental  and 
other  large  transactions  This  does  not 
interfere  with  sovereign  governments 
issuing  their  own  currencies  at  what¬ 
ever  rales  they  deem  best 


Mexico  to  extend  his  control  Cortes 
feared  that  if  he  left  them  behind  they 
would  be  tempted  to  revolt 

Cortes'  expedition  proceeded  out  of 
Mexico  and  into  Guatemala  and 
Honduras.  Near  the  village  of 
lzancanac  Cuauhtemoc  was  accused 
of  rebelling  against  the  Spanish. 
Several  witnesses  spoke  against  the 
Chief  and  Cortes  had  Cuauhtemoc 
hanged  on  Eeb.  25.  1525  Cortes  also 
murdered  the  other  Indian  chiefs  in 
the  group.  Other  accounts  tell  of 
Cuauhtemoc  being  tortured  and 
burned  to  death  on  this  date 

PEACE  TREATY  COINS  RARE 

On  March  29.  1979,  Egypt  and 
Israel  formally  signed  the  peace  treaty 
that  marked  a  new  era  in  Middle 
Eastern  relations. 

In  1980.  to  commemorate  this 
historic  event,  the  Egyptian  govern¬ 
ment  issued  a  4-coin  proof  set  for 
presentation  to  President  Sadat  Prime 
Minister  Begin.  President  Carter  and 
18  other  world  statesmen. 

By  authority  of  the  government  of 
Egypt  the  total  mintage  of  these  proof 
sets  is  to  be  forever  limited  to  exactly 
50  sets.  With  21  sets  already  privately 
owned  by  the  three  heads  of  states 
and  the  1 8  other  officials,  only  29  sets 
were  available  to  the  world's  col¬ 
lectors. 

The  coins  included  are  10  pound. 
5  pound.  1  pound  proofs  in  875  fine 
gold  and  a  1  pound  proof  in  720  fine 
silver. 

Britain's  "China  Trade"  silver  dollar 
and  China's  Yuan  Shih-kai  silver 
dollar  are  issues  of  historical  merit 
Vast  numbers  of  these  coins  were 
melted  down  over  the  last  century

most  desirable  today,  because  West 
Germany  no  longer  issues  silver  coins. 

Since  the  West  German  mints 

stopped  issuing  coins  in  1979.  the 
existing  silver  coinage  has  been  in 
greater  demand.  The  largest  silver 
dollar  issued  by  West  Germany  was 
the  32.5mm.  625  fine  silver  prools 
struck  for  the  1972  Munich  Olympic 
Games.
